DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claims 1-2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Shimada 
(U.S. Patent No. 6,261,114). With regard to Claim 1, Shimada discloses socket (11) 
comprising a socket body (1 3), a plurality of contact pins (1 5) disposed on the socket 
body (13), a rest face (18a), a pair of resilient pieces (15i-h) having contact portions 
(15d), two slide plates (17,18), and an upper operating member (19). See Figs. 2-9. 

With regard to Claim 2, Shimada discloses pressing members (16), which are 
formed between the two slide plates (17,18) and interposed between the pair of resilient 
pieces (15i-h). See Figs 2-9.
